This year, after the three big 
powers have reached an agree- 
ment, they will not be bound by 
any views of the French and Ital- 
jans because the latter declined in 
the conference to be represented 
officially. It is expected, however, 
that every effort will be made to 
keep Paris and Rome informed, 
so that when the three powers 
have reached an agreement, the 
inclinations of France and Italy 
will be to go along with the rela- 
tive strength which the conference 
will indicate should be followed by 
other powers. 

In other words the hope is that 
France and Italy will not embark 
on any program that will upset 
the equilibrium as between Great 
Britain, Japan and the United 
States. 

It has been suggested that there 
may be a conditional clause _ in 
the three-power agreement requir- 
ing further conference and revi- 
gion, if France or Italy should un- 
dertake a construction program 
that would require Great Britain to 
consider seriously the enlargement 
of her smaller naval vessels. 

The three powers do not feel, 
therefore, that the explicit concur- 
rence by France or Italy is at this 
time essential, even though diplom- 
acy will attempt to persuade France 
and Italy to help along world 
peace by reducing small arma- 
ment.

SOFIA, Bulgaria. 
F SOME country 
needs a good Queen 
and can furnish one 
in exchange, Bu!- 
garia is the place to 
go for a trade. Bul- 
garia needs a 
Queen. This tur- 
wm J bulent land of the 
bnnneccertenane Balkans has been 
without one ever since King Ferdi- 
nand abdicated in 1918 and turned the 
throne over to its present unmarried 
monarch, King Boris. Bulgaria has, 
however, the best-of material for 
somebody else who needs a Queen. 
Where could be found a Princess with 
better qualifications of birth, pedi- 
gree and regal training than Eudoxia? 
In her own land, of course, she has no 
opportunity to be a devoted Queen, 
but she has been a devoted = sister. 
Foregolng all opportunities to leave 
rough, uncultured Bulgaria, she has 
steadfastly chosen to remain at her 
brother's side unti) he should find 
romeone to take her place. 

Probably there are in the world to- 
day no two persons of such high 
lineage as Boris and Eudoxia, whom 
fate has immured in this remote plebe- 
ian land to lead a life of loneliness. On 
one side they are scions of Europe's 
most ancient relgning house, the Haps- 
burgs; on the other they are direct de- 
scendants of a store of Bourbon Kings 
of France. Concentrated regal culture 
and regal instincts of many genera- 
tions are here—-the bluest of patri- 
ejan blood in a kingdom of mud huts 
and malodorous peasantry. Both per- 
haps are fitted by nature for a better 
heritage than that which has been 
theirs, for thelr homeland doesn’t 
shine out very brilliantly among the 
remaining monarchies of Europe. It 
ig even less luminous than it used to 
be. When former King Ferdinand 
chose to play his cards on the side of 
the Central Powers he brought down 
upon his land a dark cloud of trouble, 
from which it has never quite enverged. 
When his mistake became apparent he 
got out and left the mess on the hands 
of Boris. That is the chief reason why 
King Boris bas never married. He has 
been in such constant danger of as- 
sassihnation that no woman wanted to 
take a chance, even for the glory of 
sitting temporarily on a throne. And 
his failure to find a wife has had much 
to do with Princess Eudoxia’s voiun- 
tary maidenhood. Princely asuitors 
she hae dismissed one after another for 
this reason or that, but principally in 
order that she might stay where she 
felt she was most needed. 


O FAR, she has carried on with 
GS wastere love secrets she had 

buried too deep for public view. She 
hardly ranks as a beauty, for she has 
inherited the Bourbon nose and some- 
thing of the Hapsburg lip, but it is 
said one soon: forgets these defects 
when in her company. Keen inteill- 
gence unites in her eyes with the light 
of warm human sympathy and her 
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Gallic wit enlivens 
all her entourage. 
At 28 she is known 
asamasterful 
woman, but with 
treasures of wom- 
anliness. Not least 
among the virtues 
widely praised has 
been the moth- 
erly care with 
which she has 
watched over Boris 
during the years he has been forced 
to dodge assassins’ bullets. This, and 
the fortitude with which she endures 
so dull a town as Sofia. 

It is perhaps difficult for an outsid- 
er to realize the intellectual loneliness 
of the Bulgarian capital. Like most 
capitals on the borderland of east and 
west, it is all show—-built like a stage 
set, to impress somebody with § its 
front view. It has a nucleus of a 
splendid capital, with imposing bulild- 
ings, beautiful gardens and boulevards 


which London or even Paris might 
envy. But that beauty is only skin 
deep. Around it all lies a squalid 


zone of mud huts where pigs wallow 
and rows of men sieep cheek by jow}l, 
and where one sinks to the knees in 
the mud of the roadways. 

Bulgars themselves, absorbed as 
they are inveterately in a network of 
political intrigues, always murdering 
somebody or being murdered, have lit- 
tle time for the amenitier of culture. 
There are a few dry-as-dust academic 
professors, a few officers and court of- 
clala whose veneer, in Paris 
or Berlin, creates atmos- 
phere of learning the country affords. 
And there are a few members of the 
diplomatic world who allow human 
feelings to percolate through the of- 
ficial hide. These constitute the 
society to which Boris and his sister 
are confined. 


HE palace in which they live in 
Sofia is silent and unfrequented 


by viaitors. Here they spend their

while only 32 years old, was stooped 
like an old man and bore the tinge of 
sadness in his eyes. He was then, and 
still is, so far as anybody knows, the 
most miserable of Kings. He declares 
he would abdicate at once and live his 
life his own way but for a promise 
made to his father, a promise that he 
would keep the throne. 

Desperately he has been trying to 
keep that promise, and it has required 
more than an ordinary man’s share of 
courage. In more ways than one he 
has exhibited heroic qualities. During 
the war he was so active on the firing 
line as to provoke the following decla- 


ration from General Jekoff, the Bul- 

garian Commander in Chief: 

66 HAT young man,” said the 
General, “gives me more 


anxiety than the whole of the 
enemy's general headquarters. There 
is no holding him back. He always 
wants to be some place where he is 
not, because he thinks the fighting 
may be a little hotter there.’ : 
An attempt to assassinate the young 
King three:years ago led to another 
demonstration of his coolness and 
courage. He was traveling in an open 
car with an aide and a young bot- 
anist, to whom he was_ greatly at- 
tached, when the car atruck some un- 
seen oOvostacle and was overturned in 
aditch. At the same time a murder- 
ous fire was poured in from a ring of

I have an idea I have lost 
half my mustache.” 


HIS terrorist attempt to kill 

. him was an answer of the ex- 

tremists to the policy of bar- 
barous persecution which Boris’ Min- 
isters had applied to their political op- 
ponents. 

For several years after the war a 
rough, bullet-headed man named Stam- 
buliski ruled Bulgaria with-a rod of 
eteel. He was the power behind and 
all around the throne. Shortly before 
his death, in 1923, he made this pro- 
nouncement concerning his policy. 

“Tl am a peasant and the son of a 
peasant. The Bulgarsa are a race of 
peasants. We have in us that crude. 
fertile strength that reeks of new- 
plowed soil. I am determined to clear 
my country of the plague of parasites. 
militarists and sycophants that feed on 
the people like locusts."’ 

It was that plague that carried him 
off. He was arrested by a reactionary 
gang, was buried up to the neck in 
earth and his head was kicked savage- 
ly by officers until he became uneon- 
scious. Then he was dispatched. 

Stambuliski’s colleagues in the Cab- 
inet, his personal and political friends. 
his relatives and followers were hunt- 
ed like rabbits and slain wherever they 


were found. Some of those phe 
escaped swore vengeance and tried tg 
carry it out, but their first attempt 
was aimed at the wrong man. 


ORIS was no friend of Stam. 
B buliski’s murderers. He wag no 

friend of Stambuliski, either: but 
he admired the force and statesmas. 
ship of the man, and when he heard 
of his murder he was horrified. “Por 
weeks afterward, my brother -never 
gmiled; it was months before be 
laughed, and to this day he laughs bat 
seldom,’’ the Princess Eudoxia testi 
fied a year or two later. 

More horrors followed. There was 
the blowing up of the Sofia Cathedral 
that crushed half of official Bulgaris 
under its smoking walls; there were 
reprisals of unheard of ferocity, mur 
ders, wholesale hangings, a veritable 
carnival of blood. And through it all, 
Boris and Eudoxtia stayed on in the 
lonely palace. It was little wonder 
that women didn’t think so well of 
Sofia as a prospective home. The rat 
tle of musketry about the place wa 
hardly tempting. 

There were times when he conaléd- 
ered abdicating in spite of the prom. 
ise to old Ferdinand. “I am desperate 
ly unhappy,” he is quoted as declaring 
to his friends. “I dream of a cottage 
and a flower garden, where I may live 
iny life as I please, but what girl wants 
to marry a King who may be assasél- 
nated at any moment? I would much 
prefer to abdicate, but I cannot break 
my word,”’ 

Some years ago a young Bulgarian 
officer, a close companion of the 
King’s, married an American girl. She 
was lovély, rich and charming. 

Boris was tremendously struck with 
his friend's romance, and_ seriously 
contemplated going to America to seek 
out another such prize for himself. 
There wag nothing surprising in this, 
for a more democratic pair than Boris 
and Eudoxia never lived on or nears 
throne. Both lived in the simplest, 
miost frugal way. They lived in & 
palace because that is their fate, but 


they sleep on camp beds because that 


is their taste. 

The Bulgarian people, and Stambul 
iski in particular, when he was alive, 
looked with favor upon the idea of a8 
American Queen, for there are no mor 
ganatic restrictions on the Bulgarias 
ruler. He is free to marry a house 
maid if he chooses. 


UT they liked the American plas 
B especially because they calculated 

the presence of an Americas 
Queen in the palace would promote 
the economic development and prot 
perity of the country with the help 
of American capital and Americas 
methods. It was taken for grant 
ed, too, that an American. bride fof 
Boris would bring with her @ well- 
filled purse.

|! per Burma is now 
on the last lap of its atrenuous tour. 
According to advices reaching the Bur- 
ma Government authorities here, the 
military party headed by Captain J. F. 
0. Barnard, Deputy Commissioner of 
the Burma Frontier Police, broke 
Camp at Myitkyina a few days ago and 
plunged into the district of mountain 
Wilderness known as the ‘Triangle.’’ 
Sleeping beside their loaded rifles at 
uight and facing the danger of anni- 
hilation at every turn, the emancipa- 
tors will press on toward the dreaded 
Hukawng Valley—‘the Valley of 
Death’’—to wind up by the latter part 
of June or July, if possible, their pro- 
gram of setting free 5000 slaves this 
year. 

Already the party is well on ite way 
to the achievement of this objective 
and already it has encountered hostil- 
ity of the sort to be expected in the 
Wilder region it is now attempting to 
traverse. Several weeks ago, while 
pressing up the west fork of the Irra- 
waddy River in the Naga Hillis, an ad- 
vance guard was attacked by a large 
force of Naga warriors {n ambush. 
Captain E. M. West, a gallant officer 
Of Queen Alexandra's Own Gurkha 
Rifles, and three men were killed. 
Three others were wounded and a civil 
interpreter was captured or killed. No 
trace of him has been discovered since 
the fight. Reinforcements were rushed 
i) the aid of the mission and a halt 
Was made near Myitkyina for reorgan- 
ation and accumulation of supplies. 
Then, after loading their rifles and 
bathering up all the extra ammunition 
‘bey could cram into their belts, the 
Marchers set off into the jungles. In 
the next few weeks they will operate 
Man unexplored region which only 
twice has been entered by Europeans 
—n 1902 and 1926. They will deal 
*tirely with savage head hunters who

The liberators 
then went among the tribesmen armed 
with purses rather than rifles and 
made good the promise. For 200 
rupees (15 pounds) apiece, they 
bought slaves as fast as they could pay 
the owners off. and everybody seemed 
to be satisfied. Their work wae go ef- 
fective that only the more remote sec- 
tions of Upper Burma were left with 
the institution of slavery still in ex- 
istence. 

It was to reach 
these remote sections 
that the present expe- 
dition was fitted out. 
Like the first, this 
party is using gold as 
far as possible instead 
of bullets, but the na- 
ture of the country 
and the savagery of the 
natives make the use 
of arms imperative to 
some extent. Arina, 
however, are used en- 
tirely for self-defense 
and not for coercion.

This year’s mission 
necessarily encounters 
difficulties with which 
the first expedition 
did not have to cope. 
The natives are wilder 
and their habitat more 
inaccessible. They re- 
sent the intrusion of 


to the Bay of Ben- 
gal and is navigabie 
for much of the dis- 
tance. 

In the mountains 
between the N'mal 
Hka and the Mali, 
the Kachina hide 
away in dense green 
forests, remaining 
what their ancestors 
have been for cen- 
turies before them. 
In a rude sort of 


white men and resent 
attempts to take from them, even for 
pay, their captives. They have prac- 
ticed slavery for generations, as they 
have practiced human sacrifice, and 
they are loath to part with either 
custom. : 

The area in which the Kachine live 
is a hilly tract of unadministered terri- 
tory that lies at the headwaters of the 
Irrawaddy River, a few miles beyond 
the frontier town of Myitkyina. This 
town is the northern terminus of the 
Burma Railway and marks the north- 
ern limit of civilization About. 20 
miles above the town the Irrawaddy 
separates into two branches called the 
Mali and the N'mai Hka, and the coun- 
try between these streams is popularly 
known as the “Triangle.” It is one 
of those dark areas of Burma which 
are still too wild and remote to have 
received administration even by the 
Frontier Police. So long as they kept 
to themselves, its inhabitants have 
been allowed to retain their old tribe’ 
customs, and among these, of course, 
is slavery. y, 


OTH the riyers that bound the 
B triangle are turbulent They 

flow down steep, narrow val- 
levs between walls of rock or through 
miles of jungle. At certain seasons 
boats and rafts are able to navigate 
the rapids, but in the rainy period 
ther tear along with a fury which 
no craft could withstand. Especially 
is this true of N'mai. At length they 


wavy they till the fielda in the more 
open spaces, but they live close to the 
bosom of nature. 


7y UBODY knows just where the 
Kachins came from. Two hun- 


dred years ago there were no 
Kachine in Burma. They seem to be 
one of the latest waves of the age-long 
migration which has peopled this coun- 
try with races of Mongolian origin. Ap- 
parently, they entered Burma from the 
mountains to the north. Alwayae their 
drift has been southward for the 
mountain ranges and the river valleys 
lead the wanderer in that direction 
After camping gor a few generations in 
one locality, cultivating temporarily 
and burning forestea with all the care- 
lesaness of strangers, they move south 
with their increasing numbers in 
search of new fields. In the last two 
generations they have spread out tn a 
southeasterly direction into the Shan 
States, so that now ip states 
there is a larger Kachin population 
than there ia in the districta originally 
regarded as strictly Kachin. Those 
who have come ip contact with influ- 
ences Of civilization have rapidly taken 
up ite Manners, so that they form one 
of the most desirable elements of Bur- 
nia’s population. 

In their wild state, however, they are 
superstitious, bloodthirsty and grasp- 
ing. They have overrun other tribes 
and have driven them out of their 
nountain retreats or shackied them in

slavery. It was to relieve these cap- 
tives and wipe out the laat remaining 
vestiges of slavery in Burma that Sir 
Harcourt Sutler inaugurated his eman- 
cipation program, which has, thus far, 
met with such conepicuous success 
Some of the adventures of the ex- 
pedition have been described in dis- 
patchee reaching Government authori- 
ties here. There was the crossing of 
the Tanai Gorge, for inetance ‘This 
feat, difficult under the most favor-

able conditions, was made more dan- 
gerous by heavy rains which had con- 
verted the stream below into a raging 
torrent. A temporary bridge had to be 
built and this necessitated working 
waist-deep in water for several hours 
his uninhabited region ie. known in 
Kachin mythology as the home of the 
epirits and is feared even by the na- 
tives. accustomed to the dangers of the 
‘ungle. The passage of the gorge took 
three days and the march beyond fol- 
lowed the bed of an icy stream. It 
was icy because of its altitude of 7000 
feet. Camp was made in a jungle 
clearing after 11 hours’ marching, 15 
which only five miles were covered 
The next day, the weather was 
better and the final 16-mile stage of 
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the journey to Dalu was com- 
pleted in 13 hours. On this stage 
it was necessary to dig steps and to 
hridge swamps with brushwood. 
Every one of the 260 mules of the 
pack train slipped and wallowed in 
the mud and water at one time-or an- 
other during the march, so that bed- 
ding and rations were soaked and men 
and animals exhausted. 

The Kachin village of Shinbwiyang 
was reached on February 21. A new 
mulé@ track was constructed and it was 
found possible to take the pack train 
through a difficult pass 65000 = feet 
above sea level to Hkalak Ga. This 
mule track, which was constructed by 
arrangements with Naga tribesmen 
was said to have been a notable en- 
gineering feat in view of the primi- 
tive tools used and the precipitous 
character of the country. 


A garrison was established at Hka- 
lak Ga and the expedition proceeded 
westward with coolle transport. The 
main divide was crossed on March 1 
and camp was made in a jungie at an 
altitude of 7000 feet. The weather 
was bitterly cold and a biting wind 
made sieep impossible, the dispatches 
stated. The divide was crossed at 
dawn atan elevation of 7800 feet, 
through a labyrinth of grotesquely 
gnarled and twisted mountain oaks, 
which were moss festooned and cov- 
ered with a profuse growth of creepers 
and lichens. 

At the village of Tulim, in unex- 
plored territory, the Nagas were found 
to be nearer outside contacts than eise- 
where. The dress of the men, which 
was a strange assortinent of garments, 
showed clearly the influence of India. 

he natives, in conical hat, dyed cape 
adorned with boar tuske and wearing 
plumes of human hair, were described 
as presenting a most incongruous ap- 
pearance. The dress of the women 
consisted of a short greenish kilt, with 
waist rings of red cane and an apron 
adorned with a smal! red tassel slung 
round the neck by a string and extend- 
ing below the kilt to the knees.

From Tulim the expedition moved 
southward to Saukrag, a strongly de- 
fended village on the fringes of a raid- 
ed area of primitive inhabitants, then 
wheeling northeast toward the Sang- 
pan Bum range, the expedition set out 
for Sumri and Laka!l. Here, extensive 
nerds of mithun—half bison, balf bull 
_—which take the place of buffalo, 
were seen grazing in Ylocks herded by 
the natives. Recrosaing the Sangpan 
Bum on March 190, at 7500 feet, the 


ment was entered whereby the Nagas 
would abandon their old custom of of- 
fering human sacrifices to their tribal 
gods. Another final meeting was held 
at Shinburijng before the expedition 
departed for the Hukawng Valley. In 
both meetings the attitude of the na- 
tive chieftains was said to be exceed- 
ingly respectful and their willingness 
to co-operate, even at the expense of 
their religious rites, gratifying beyond 
the hopes of the mission. This friend- 
linese on the part of the Nagas also 
was conspicuous in the Sangpan Bum 
region. The natives encountered were 
shy and reserved, but many chiefs 
crossed the mountain range to meet 
the travelers and invited the officers 
to their primitive homes. The arrival! 
of each chief was heralded by the beat- 
ing of gongs. 


NE of the chiefs came to lay the 
C— case of a blood feud before the 

civil] officers. The feud had 
arisen as the result of a recent double 
murder. Through the intervention of 
the officers, the case was settled and 
the decision to abandon hostilities 
sealed with much drinking from the 
loving cup. The two families and their 
connections were then able to sleep 
peacefully, without fear of reprisals. 
Ngalang Ga is an important native vil- 
lage of 20 houses, on the trade route 
to Hukawng Valiey. Ite cnief, La Rin, 
is very influential in his native hilis, 
and his agreement to abandon human 
sacrifice and to use his influence 
against its continuance by others was 
regarded as a most hopeful! indication. 
High hopes for the lasting success of 
the campaign also were raised when 
this year’s expedition went back 
through the country visited by the 
emancipators of last year. Along the 
Upper Chindwin River many former 
siaves were visited and were found to 
be living in their own homes. They 
were happy and contented and as pros- 
perous as their former masters. The 
chiefs had kept their word. 

The Kachin tribesmen in the Hu- 
kawng Valley are less friendly than 
the Nagas, but are a more virile race 
and, when tamed, exhibit more ability 
to master the manners and methods 
of the white man. In the Shao states, 
where they have mingled with other 
peoples and have come in contact with 
Government influences they have pro- 
greased rapidly. By nature, the Kach- 
ins possess a keen religious sense, 
which has no scope for expression in 
the dark myths of their own religion 
and the voodoo cerenionies over en- 
traile and bones. Finding no apiritual- 
ity in this, they have abandoned the 
superstitions of Animism for Christian- 
ity and have taken readily to the mis- 
sionary schools. This has quickly re- 
sulted in softening and humanizing the 
once ferocious head hunters. 

They brought with them out of the 
wilde no literature. but now there are 
in existence several Kachin books and 
a Kachin newspaper. They make good 
citizens and good soldiers. When the 
wild ones in the forest have been 
tamed and scrubbed, the Government 
expects ‘to find in the dreaded ‘‘Tri- 
angie’ an excellent recruiting ground.
